1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Accidents (Compensation) 
Amendment Rules, 1981, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Ill rule 9 of the Railway Accidents (Compensation) Rules, 1950. after 
sub-rule (c), the following sui^nile and note shall be insciled, namely :— 

“(d) List of persons whose bodies have not been recovered but have 
been reported missing on account of the accident. 

Note,—Before considering the claims relating to persons mentioned 
in sub-rules (c) and (d1 above, the Commissioner may, if necessary, 
verify relevant particulars from the civil or police authorities of the 
district concerned
